The larvas is a lively little 
worm, at first white, afterward reddish, 
and destitute of feet,

The most costly 
and artistic fence deforms a fine land- 
scape. Fences must sometimes be 
tolerated as necessities but should 
never lie regarded as ornaments. The 
necessity for them is far less than has 
been supposed. The modern discovery 
that fences are to keep cattle in, not to 
keep them out, is a valuable one, li 
vou have a sow and pigs, fence off a lot 
big enough to keep them in, but don't 
oblige your neighbor to support two 
miles of road fence to keep them out 
Unsightly fences are disappearing in 
many districts, and it is probable that, 
where httle stock is kept, it will soon be 
cheaper to cut their feed and carry it to 
them than to fence pastures. If the 
pens that we see in our country vil- 
lages were taken away, with proper 
csxe, all would live in a beautiful park ; 
this would foreshadow and aid the re- 
moval of social and sectarian barriers, a 
consummation devoutly to be wished. 
The change of public opinion in regard 
to fencing has been a pleasure and a 
surprise. In many places we can hardly 
see a fence, and rods of old fencing may 
be had for the asking."

thst by for tho larger projMirtion resulted 
from tho ill-regulated action of good 
and even benevolent inrsons. Much of 
ill treatment of unimals comes out of 
the ordinary proceedings of trade. It 
has been the custom to bleed calves, to 
cram sheep and poultry into the smallest 
possible apparatus of transport, to drive 
caf tie for long distances without in rmit- 
tiag them to drink and to slaughter 
them without sufficient avoidance of 
pain. Each little circle in which these 
malpractices occur forms its own theory 
of cruelty and benevolence, and laughs 
scornfullv at outsiders who object to its 
ways, 1* he fox-hunter thinks a man a 
find who reminds him of the nnbenevo- 
lent character of his sport, and the fine 
ladies who flock to aristocratic pigeon 
matches have no more compunction at 
witnessing the suffering of the poor 
birds than the Spaniards have for the 
gored horset. and tortured bulls in their 
disgusting national recreation. It may 
be affirmed that the cruelty of custom 
or indifference does not lead to the de- 
moralization which inevitably results 
from a deliberate choice of action that 
inflicts unnecessary pain, and yet all 
familiarity with needless and useless 
suffering must tend to damage charac- 
ter, unless it excites strenuous resistance 
to the evil and efforts for its cure.

Webster, said Mr. Healy, the cele- 
brated American portrait painter, was 
an excessively riud sitter.

I was much 
impressed by his ponderous voice and 
his grand manners ; so I answered 
rather modestly, "Six sittings of two 
hours each." "I can't give em," said 
Mr. Webster, in his deepest voice. I 
reflected a moment and then answered : 
" It is very, well to know that, for I shall, 
now lie labie. Ut return to Boston in- the 
forenoon of to-morrow." "Hot? 1b 
that ? '* be said. L stated that mv in- 
variable rule was to have six sittings, 
that as I had three portraits to finish, I 
could not undertake to do the work un- 
less he would l>o kind enough to comply 
with my conditions. "I could not, ' i 
said, " agree to give a faitlrful resem- 
blance of yourself to Lord Ashhurton 
and b> the King without six sittings." 
He seemed axuazed at my presumption, 
but finally he said : " Very well ; 1 will 
do the net 1 can." A lady who was 
present subsequently remarked to me 
that she had never heard any one sjieak 
in that way to Mr. Webster before. "I 
am proud of you," she said. He proved 
a kindly, though a difficult sitter. After 
he had risen from one of the sittings ho 
placed his hand on my shoulder ami ac- 
companied me to the door. " Mr. 
Healy," saitl he, and his voice seemed to 
shake tho threshold of the door, 
"do you see the brow of yonder 
hill ?

A Suggestion to Cemateiomer Loring. 

A Nebraska man, writing too New 
York paper, says he has made chinch 
bugs a life study, aud all hisobsevations 
go to Bhow that the bugs are ln-coming 
more and more numerous anil destructive 
every year, though their operations are 
confined strictly to spring and not to 
winter wheat. He predicts that in a 
few years, if no remedy is discovered for 
them, almost the whole Northwest will 
be obliged to give up raising spring 
wheat and depend on the winter va- 
rieties, which is a more risky and pre- 
carious crop. We trust that the present 
agricultural commisioner, Mr. Loring, 
will find some device bv which the chinch 
bugs may bo as happily abated as were 
the potato bugs by commissioner Le 
Due. When thecountry was overrun with 
potato bugs and their destructiveness 
was increasing year by year, when they 
had reduced prosperous hums to poverty 
and tho railroad tracks out West were 
covered with them a foot deep so that 
travel was impeded, Mr. Le Due an- 
nounced that the thing had gone far 
enough and he would now give the mat- 
ter his attention. Calling to his aid an 
eminent chemist, the two devoted sev- 
eral days to making secret exiierimonts 
with the bugs to see if they could not 
be turned to some account as an article 
of commerce. The result of their ex- 
periments wa s never given out to the 
public ; but it was s<H>n afterwards no- 
ticed that there was a great improvement 
in the quality of western whisky, and 
the ]Hitato bugs gradually disappeared. 
We have always believed that Commis- 
sioner Loring was a man of fully as 
much ability as Le Due, and we look 
for a speedy and satisfactory remedy for 
the danger that has arisen from chinch 
bugs. —Peck s Hun.

Incident of Lincoln's Murder. 

"Those are not cheerful-looking 
things, are they ?" said Counselor M. A.

"Not especially enlivening," replied 
a deputy, picking up the rogue's 
bracelets and examining them thought- 
fully. 

" There was a time when I thought 
they were the most cheerless and terrible 

things in the world." 

The deputy looked up in surprise. 

" Yes, " continued Mr. McDonald, "I 
had them both on my hands and feet at 
once for a number of hours. I assure 
you they are not pleasant things to 
wear." 

"Were they put on to keep yon a 
prisoner ?" queried the deputy, wonder- 
ing if his friend coiUd have done any- 
thing criminal. " 

" You would have thought so had you 
been in my place. I was arrested by 
officers who thought I was J. Wilkes 
Booth." 

"No!" ejaculated the deputy, more 
as an expression of surprise than an in- 
tentional reflection upon the veracity of 
Mr. McDonald. 

" It came about in this way," began 
the lawyer, whosedork hair and "eyes, even 
now that sixteen years have passed, liear 
a striking resemblance to the assassin of 
Lincoln : " Lincoln had been murdered 
but a few days, and the entire country, 
plunged in grief, was wild with desire for 
revenge upon the murderer. My home 
was in TitusvUle, Pa., and I was on the 
way to it from Washington, where my 
father was then a Government con- 
tractor.

When it became known on 
the train that the assassin of Lincoln had 
been arrested and was on that very 
train, the excitement was intense. The 
officers who were guarding me had all 
they could do to prevent the infuriated 
passengers from doing me bodily harm. 
It had been telegraphed along the line 
of the road that Lincoln's murderer was 
under arrest and would pass through on 
his way to Titusville.

Wk once heard an enthusiastic atl- 
mirer of the sex say that, in his opinion, 
tho most lteautiful sight in the world 
was a tatdy grsvcefnlly riding on horse- 
back. Tho man was not a bachelor 
cither, so that the honesty of his asser- 
tion can not 1h? questioned. Whether 
the critic was correct or not, it is posi- 
tively certain that horseback tiding by 
ladies could Ih> p.-actlecti to a much 
greater extent than it is to the atlvantage 
of the equestrians. Every young woman 
possessed of gtvod nerve should he taught 
to ride at an early age — to sit^ squarely 
upon the saddle, handling the reiu with 
a light hand and ooufonuiug her motions 
with those of the horse. The fabled 
Centaur embodied the composite figures 
of a horse ami a male rider, but the Uthe 
and graceful form of a woman mounted 
on a spirited steed exceeds the poetie 
conception of the mythologic ancients. 
Their riding habit should lie merely long 
enough to cover the foot when she is 
seated in the saddle, and the stirrup 
should never bo without a "shoo" to 
prevent the rider's foot from being driven 
nonio too far. A more horrible accident 
can hardly be imagined than a lady 
thrown froin a frightened horse draggitig 
by the atirrup. Au excursion of a cone 
siderable distance never ought to l>e at- 
tempted until the rider, by private prac- 
tice, or by long habit from childhood, 
be confident of her seat and rein. Horse- 
back riding by women would ofteu pre- 
vent complaints to which the sex is inci- 
dent, and thus alleviate a p ation of suf- 
fea-ing to wrttert they are lnibU. 

Trra Snx> System. — Wo remarked a 
year ago that during tho next twelve- 
month a large amount of experience 
would be evolved in tho work of ensi- 
lage. A number of silos were con- 
structed in New England, New York, 
and other Eastern 8tates by able or 
wealthy farmers, and many of these pub- 
lished accounts of their operations _ and 
degrees of success during the last winter 
and spring. We read all that came 
under our observation, and can not rec- 
ollect a discouraging account. Results, 
in every instance, justified the expecta- 
tions of the experimenters. From time 
to time, correspondents have plied the 
Gazette with questions, both in regard 
to the construction of silos and in refer- 
ence to tho system itself and its com- 
parative merits as a fodder preserver. 
These letters we have answered to the 
Ikest of our ability, and wo now publish 
a statement from an Eastern contem- 
porary, which will at once instruct the 
.reader how to construct a silo, and show 
him how Bincerely some experieucetl 
parties are convinced of the utility of 
the European mode of storing and pre- 
servmg green food f,. r shvk. Says the 
B. C. Intetligenocr: "K very large 
silo is now approaching completion just 
outeide of Doylattown, «»u the Smith 
farm, the largest one vet constructed in 
the world perhaps. "The structure is 
forty feet square, nineteen fef t deep to 
the top of the walla, and twenty-six feet 
to the rafter plates. It is divided by 
strong walls into f our compartments, 
mainly for convenience in filling. Each 
one of these compartments is a big hole, 
the cubical contents being over 8,080 
feet. It will require fullv three days to 
fill one of these pit 8 The combined

The wall, are boilt of concrete! are^ two 



feet thick, ana the lnsiae surfaces fully 
cemented. The stones were all dug out 
of the hole made for the Bilo, as the 
rock was reached only a few feet below 
the surface. Some idea of the material 
required to construct the sUo may lie 
formed from the amount of cement used. 
There is a pile of empty cement barrels 
as large as a good sized bouse. The 
weather was unfavorable for a good deal 
of the time for speedy work, as the 
operations could not be conducted iu the 
rain. This prevented finishing the work 
in time to ensilago the present grass 
crop, as wits the intention. Sixteen acres 
of corn have been planted for ensilage, 
though it is trails probable that this will 
not much, if any, more than half fill 
the pits. A entile stable forty feet 
square will tie built adjoining the silo 
for convenience in foding. There is to 
be a ten-horse power engine set up to do 
the cutting of the ensilage, end other 
work about the place needing power. 
Everything is tol>e constructed with a view 
to complete convenience and thorough- 
ness, under the oye and direction of a 
practical machinist. The matter of the 
silo will be thoroughly tested under the 
most favorable conditions, aud its value, 
as the cruse may lie, will be clearly 
shown. The gentleman engaged in this 
enterprise is a level headed, practical 
man, perfectly couqauout to fully and 
fairly test the innovation. He is well 
convinced in his own mind that it will 1»« 
a success, lb' has visibtl inosl of the 
silos in this country, and many of those 
in France, Belgium and Germany, aud 
is going at tho work now with all tho 
knowh .l^e a man could have short of 
that gained from actual experience. He 
has invented a new machine for cutting 
fodder, which looks like a good one. He 
claims that it will out tou tons of green 
corn per hour Into 3 luch lengths. The 
American Flow Company, of New York,' 
is manufacturing the machine. It will 
be of different sizes, aud sell at different, 
pn os, to suit the work and purses of 
farmers who do uot wftnl the large ma- 
chine. The prioe of the full sized cutter, 
is about ?10", and the smaller ones will 
sell for perhaps half that sum." 

Thus far, we know of no attempt at 
the West to build a silo on a scale worthy 
of remark. — Cincinnati Gazette.

Apple Pancakes. — Make one quart of 
f atter as for anv other pancake, aud add 
one cup of finely chopped apnle. Tho 
batter must bo stirred each time a' 
spoonful is taken out iu order to equal-, 
ize it. 

V» : r>tvnt -lotus. — T>o not put carj>ets in 
your closets ; oilcloth or matting is much 
1 otter, and can be easily kept free from 
dust. Matting after Wing swept should 
be wiped with a damp cloth. Hot salt 
and water will thoroughly cleanfe it aud 
will not discolor it. 

Apple CVstabp Pie. — Scald the milk 
and let it cool. Grate some sweet ap- 
ples. Tako two thirds of a cupful of 
powdered sugar, four well-beaten eggs, 
one cupful of milk, one-fourth of a nut- 
meg. I jino an earthern pie-dish with a 
rich crust aud let it bake. Then fill with' 
the custard and let it bake for half an 
hour. To be eaten cold. 

CttNoKKiuiEAP Loaf. — One cup of but 
tor, one of molasses, one of sugar, half 
of cold water, one tahlespt. uifni of gin- 
ger, one tablospoonful of cinnamon, one 
of soda dissolved in boiling water ; melt 
the butter, slightly warm the molasses, 
spice aud sugar, and heat together ten 
minutes: then put in the water, soda and, 
flour ; stir very hard and bake in three 
loaves. Brush them over with syrup, 
while hot and cat fresh. 

Fotato Pcffs Take mashed pota- 
toes and make them into a paste with 
one or two eggs; roll it over with a dust' 
of tlotir and cut round with a saucer; 
have ready some cold roast meat (any. 
kind) free from gristle nnd chopped tine, 
seasoned with salt nnd pepper, place it 
on Hio potatoes nnd fold it over like a 
pull": pinch or nick it neatly around and' 
bake for a few minutes. 

Washing Towkls. --Towels with hand- 
some, bright borders should never be 
boiled, or allowed to lie in very hot I 
w ater ; they should not bo used till theyj 
are so lntn h soiled that they need vig- 
orous rubbing to make them clean. It 
is better economy to uso more towela 
than to wear out a few in a short time. 1 
A gentle rubbing iu two suds, and then 
a conscientious rinsing in warm water 
and then iu cold, ought to be all that is 
required. 

7MBIKB and Salads. — Upon the 
washing of green vegetables for salads 
much of their excellence dope mis; they 
should l»e shaken about without break- 
ing, in a largo pan of cold water well 
sai. d, since the action of the salt will 
destro y all tho minute inhabitants of 
their fresh green covers, and, once dead, 
from sheer force of gravity they will fall 
to the liottoni of the water. When the 
salad plants are free from sand and in- 
sects they should be shaken, without 
breaking their leaves, iu a colander, a 
wire basket, or a dry napkin until no 
moisture adheres to thorn; then they may 
be used at once or kept until wanted in 
a very cold, dark place. 

PnrsEnvEP ORan'oes. — Take any num- 
ber of oranges, with rather more than 
their weight iu white sugar. Slightly 
grate tho oranges and score them round 
ami round with a knife, but do not cut 
very deep. Put them in cold water for 
three days, changing the water two or 
three times a day. Tio them up iu a 
cloth, boil them uutil they are soft 
enough for the head of a piu to pene- 
trate the skin. While they are boiling 
place the sugar on the fire, with rather 
more than half a pint of water to each 
pound; let it boil for a minute or two, 
then strain it through muslin. Put the 
oranges into the Byrtrp till it jellies and 
is a yellow color. Try the syrup by put- 
ting some to cool. It must not be too 
stiff. Tho 6yrup need not cover the 
oranges, but" they must be turned, so 
that each part gets thoroughly done. ' 

To Give Pine an Oak Color — Wash 
the wo< id carefully in a solution of cop- 
peras dissolved in strong lye, in the pro- 
ix>rtion of a pouud of copperas to a gal- 
lon <>f lyo; when the wood is dry after 
having been thus thoroughly saturated 
with this wash, oil it. and it will look 
fresh and nice for a year or two, when 
it can be restoined and again oiled. 
Often, when not subjected to hard usage, 
the color will remain undimmed for 
several years, only requiring to be oiled 
occasionally. The color may be put on 
with a short-bristled brush, or, the hands 
being protected wi*h thick buckskin 
gloves, the wash may be applied with a 
cloth, which will saturate the wood more 
evenly. It will blister the hands if they 
are not well protected. 

Ants. — There is one way, and only 
one. of ridding tho house, "closets, cake 
pails, sugar barrels, etc., of red ants or 
block, big or little. When you find 
them on your premises get ready tea 
kettles of boiling wat«<r, plenty of it. Go 
out of doors, look carefully over the paths 
and walks, if in the country ; if in the> 
city, look over the flagging in the areas,: 
both front and back. Scald every little 
hole you see with a mound of little earth 
pellets around it ; it is the home of the 
ant On a sunny day these pellets are 
brought out of the nests to dry. When 
the weather is damp, or soon wdl be, yon 
will see nothing but little holes in the 
ground. The ants are all "at home." 
Scald them. If your cellar is not cemented 
hunt the pests there ; very likely you 
will find lots of them. When the work 
here recommended has been done, clean 
out your closets, sugar pails, every- 
thing in the closets, rub fine salt on the 
shelves, lay clean yellow paper on them, 
and put back dishes. In the cracks of 
the floor and around the snrbase of said 
closets should be placed ground red pep- 
per. Ants will not come again for a long 
time. When they again make a raid, as 
they may, in a f-w months, give them a 
" scalding. 



Krtqdiants and Their Ways. 

Twice around an elephant's fore-foot 
gives his height to within an inch or 
two. As regards ago, looking to then- 
peculiar dentition and other circuru. 
stances, Mr. Sanderson thinks it by no 
means improbable that elephants live to 
150 or 200 years. No one has ever, ap- 
parently, seen the remains of a dead 
elephant, and this circumstance is KO 
marked as to have given rise to the be- 
lief among some wild trilies thnt wild 
elephants never die ; while others lie- 
lieve that there is a place unseen by he* 
man eyes to which thev retire to end 
their days. In Mr. Sanderson's wander- 
ings for years through elephant jungles 
he has not only never seen the remains 
of au elephant that had died a natural 
death, but he his never uiet anyone 
among the jungle trilies or profes- 
sional hunters who had. The Cingalese 
have a superstition that on feeling the 
approach of dissolution the elephant re- 
tires to a solitary valley and there re- 
signs himself to death. There is a simi- 
lar In-lief iu India, but Mr. Sanderson 
shows thut it is untenable. 

One would not expect to hear that ele- 
phants are expert swimmers, thifngh 
they can no more jump a trench eight 
feet wide tluiii they cnu dance a horn- 
pi{K>. Such, however, seems to bfl the 
ease, from the faot that large numbers 
of them are annually sent aoross the 
tideway of the (ranges between Dacca 
and RsiTBflhpore, and arc sometimes six 
consecutive hours without touching the 
bottom. Mr. Sanderson litis seen an ele- 
phant swim a river MiH) yards wide with 
his hind legs tied together. They are 
sometimes drowned, apparently by be- 
ing attacked with cramps or with a fit. 

The livlief that wild elephants have 
decreased in India is show n by Mr. San- 
derson to be incorrect. The records of 
the past fifty years attest that there if 
DO ilimiiiutnm in the numbers now ob- 
tainable in Bengal, while iu Southern 
India elephants have it come so numer- 
ous of lat«> years that they are annually 
appearing in places where they have 
never been beard of before. In fact, 
Mr. Sanderson thinks' that unless some- 
thing be done the rule "wdl have to be 
used to protect the ryots or tracts bor- 
dering upon elephant jungles. To give 
an idea of the number of wild elephants 
in sorne parts of India the lecturer stated 
that during the past three yi ars 508 ele- 
phants have been capture. 1 by the Peoea 
Klieddah establishment in "a tract of 
country forty miles long by twenty 
broad in the Garo hills, while not less 
than 1,003 were met with during the 
hunting operations. 

When an elephant chases the men 
they betake themselves to the shelter of 
tree-trunks, bam In hi clumps or long 
gross, and it is astonishing to see 
Eow frequently they escape uninjured. 
I have known many cases of men stand- 
ing against a tree or hiding in thftsof long 
grass within a couple of yards of ele- 
phants that were pausing in indecision 
without being discovered, though the 
elephants were perfectly aware of their 
close proximity, as they kicked up the 
ground in anger and then made off. In 
such casf»s the slightest movement 
would have led to the hunters being in- 
stantly trampled t<> death. Men are 
frequently killed, of course, but they 
are almost always young hands who are 
learning. IiSWOM such make a nar- 
row escape. Ho ran from an elephant 
and clinilK tl a tree ; the elephant butted 
the trunk and the man fell down, but 
his pursuer was so astonished at the 
sight that she fled at once.— jAindon

Prevention Better Than Cure. 

Prof. E. G. Janeway lectured before 
the Young Men's Hebrew Association 
alxint the prevention of disease, advising 
that great attention should bo paid to it 
in order to obviate the necessity of cur- 
ing the disease when it should conic. 
All, he said, were familiar with the cost 
of sickness, involving the expense of 
medical attendance and loss of time, 
work and wages, but many were igno- 
rant of. bow to prevent it. A man should 
first learn bis hereditary tendencies, and 
if he was likely to inherit disease he 
shouhl guard against it by bis mode of 
life, his choice of an occupation anil of a 
dwelling-place, etc. After enlarging 
somewhat upon the tendency to con- 
sumption anil gout, be spoke particu- 
larly of hereditary insanity. If a child 
were liable to that the greatest care 
should be taken from the earliest infancy 
— first to develop the lxxly. As ho grew 
older he should bo trained to avoid worry 
and anxiety. Aotion was desirable for 
such a person rather than undue reflec- 
tion. All mental Bhocks shouhl bit avoid- 
ed. It was bad for him to be wrap) n il 
up in one idea, such as the acquisition 
of money br jwwer. He should choose 
a congenial pursuit anil by no means |ie 
forced by his parents into a distasteful 
one. There were good reasons w hy he 
should uot marry, but, if he did, he 
should carefully choose a congenial 
wife. _ 

Tho lecturer then spoke at great 
length on the necessity for pure air, 
water and milk, giving several instances 
of the deleterioua. effects of bad air, 
among others that of the passeugvonj t ,n 
the ship Londonderry in is 18, 15tT~-*t_ 
whom were shut up by the Captain dur- 
ing a storm, in the steerage, an apart- 
ment 18x12x7 feet Seventy of them 
died in an incredibly-short time, having 
convulsions and bleeding at the eyes and 
ears. Speaking of the danger of im- 
proper uir in dwelling-houses, the lect- 
urer described a house he had examined 
in which he found the cold-oil box of the 
furnace connecting directly with the 
sewer. In another house he knew of 
three coses of malaria where the tenant, 
exsimining a drain that the owner had 
guaranteed to lie all right, found a c. ..,^- 
itool under the house. He had also 
kuown people to put their garbage bar- 
rels under tho cold-air box of the fur- 
nace. People should examine the 
plumbing in their houses for themselves 
and not be satisfied when a plumber 
said it was right. Whenever it was 
jHxssible, a tenant, builder or purchaser 
of a house should insist that the plumb- 
ing work be all in sight and not buried 
in walls. H people "would ail insist 
ttiMin it houses would soon l>e built so. 
But if the plumbing is in the wolls the 
jwppermint test should lie applied. A 
considerable quantity of the essence of 
peppermint shouhl bojiourod into the 
highest trap in the house, and if there 
T\as a break anywhere the peppermint 
odor would betray it. Bad odors in a 
boose were like the rattles of a rattle- 
suoke. They meant bail plumbing and 
danger. 

He then sjajke earnestly in regard to 
vaccination, saying that 100 yoius ago 
ten deaths in every 100 were caused by 
small-pox. Now, by vaccination and 
isolation, the prevalence of the disease 
was checked. By being vaccinated in 
infancy and once in fifteen or twenty 
vears afterward a person was compara- 
tively safe ; but, by being vaccinated 
about once in Beven years he was as safe 
as he could l»e. He then concluded 
with a few directions in regard to disin- 
fecting and nursing in cases of infec- 
tious diseases. — New York Hi ru/d.
